POE’S RAVEN ILLUSTRATED BY DORE. 


THE RAVEN. By Edgar Allen Poe. Illustrated by 
Gustave Doré. Folio. Sold by John Wana- 
maker ; cloth, $7.00; alligator, $12.00. 


The illustrations for this volume were the last work 
of the kind that was done by Doré. They bear all 
the’ marks of his strange and extravagant genius. 
Only such as he could entertain the idea of illustrating 
The Raven at all, for the verses of that poem are as 
far as possible from suggesting pictures. Doré does 
not attempt, as most illustrators would, to fill up with 
mere accessories Poe's bare outlines. He _ boldly 
brings the spirit of the lost Lenore upon the scene, 
and with his curious idea of the hero, and the form of 
the bird of evil omen, and the furnishings (vaguely 
conceived and illy drawn) of an ordinary room, 
makes of his pictures a commentary on the text as 
strange and perhaps as instructive as Poe’s own 
account of the manner of its composition. The vol- 
ume is further ornamented by a frontispiece by Ved- 
der, and an excellent illuminated cover by Miss Dora 
Wheeler. 

Mr. Stedman writes com amore when he writes of 
Poe, and the present study is one of his finest essays 
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in poetic criticism. It is carefully considered, keen 
and discriminating, and expressed as gracefully as 
anything we have seen from Mr. Stedman's pen. 
Nothing is said for effect, though some excellent 
points are made. The origins of the poem are inves- 
tigated ; its superficial resemblance to certain other 
lyrics pointed out—the similarity of its rythmica} 
structure to that of Lady Geraldine, for instance ; and 
yet the value of the poem is declared to lie—as it cer- 
tainly does—in its originality.

The generous page of pica type is rich 
in color; the engravings have ample 
space, and are printed with decision and 
refinement; altogether, the book has the 
elegance of a fine simplicity and breadth 
of treatment. The work of the artists who 
have been engaged upon it is carefully 
studied, and generally of a high order. 
The strict historical limitations, under 
which both poet and artists labored, have 
served as a protection against caprice and 
mere ingenuity, so that there is a stateli- 
ness about the designs and an orderliness 
which lift the book into dignity. 

Taken all in all, it is the most satisfac- 
tory work of illustrative art which has 
appeared in America. Other books may 
have shown single designs of higher im- 
aginative power, but none have presented 
a combination of merits of so high an order. 
It is a pleasure to consider that the occa- 
sion of the book was Mr. Longfellow’s lat- 
est poem of magnitude. The reader of 
Michael Angelo can scarcely have missed 
the voice of the poet in the utterances 
of the hero of the poem.

No sacred hymns are richer in 
themes to tempt the artist’s pencil 
than Faber's. Their dreamy senti- 
mentalism, though it may some- 
times weaken them as hymns, gives 
them the very color and quality 
that sacred art delights in, as much 
as the stains of time, storm and 
natural decay do to poetic ruins. 
Among all he wrote, none is richer 
in sweet, hallowedcadences, which 
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as they die on the ear rise again*in the 
mind in yet sweeter and more hallowed 
pictures than his Pilgrims of the ,Night, 
which stands forth among all sacred 
hymns as a unique piece of work in 
which the words all but break into tune 
and glow with color. The Messrs. E. P. 
Dutton and Co. bring it out in small 
quarto size, handsomely and richly illu- 
minated in flexible covers with fringed 
edging and richly illustrated by Edmund 
H. Garrett, under the supervision of 
George T. Andrew. The same artist has 
also supervised a similarly illustrated 
edition of John Keble’s far nobler hymn 
Evening, trom The Christian Year, five 
or six verses of which are commonly 
sung in all the churches, commencing 
with the third verse of the original hymn, 
Sun of my Soul, Thou Saviour dear.

at; indeed, we doubt if anything has been done of 
late in the way of illustration quite so original and 
beautiful.

It were superfluous, and even impertinent, 
to appraise the quality of the poems in 
this collection. It is enough to say that 
they were chosen for a place in it because 
they are peculiarly susceptible of pictorial 
embellishment and interpretation. Ofthe 
illustrations, however, we may say not 
merely that they are technically excellent 
—indeed, rarely so—but also that they 
are richly informed with the graceful, re- 
fined, and delicate poetic spirit that beau- 
tifies and illuminates Longfellow’s pensive 
verse. The subjects of the illustrations, 
some fifty in number, are chiefly drawn 
from landscape or marine views, the most 
of which relate to places dear to the poet 
near his home at Cambridge, or to familiar 
scenes in Nahant,where he had his sum- 
mer home. On thereduced scale in which 
they appear in the volume the illustrations have all 
the delicate minuteness and softness of miniatures. 
One of the features of the book that will be highly 
treasured by the admirers of Longfellow is the mas- 
terly portrait which serves as a frontispiece. This 
was engraved by Mr. W. B. Closson, after the originak 
painting by the poet’s son, and is considered by the 
family of the poet to be the best likeness of him that 
has ever been made.

A very important work that has 
been made ready for the holi- 
days is Lucy M. Mitchell's His- 
tory of Sculpture, published in 
sumptuous style by Dodd, Mead 
and Co. At first sight the work 
bears the impress of hard and 
patient study, and as page after 
page is read with the attention 
and delight that are inspired 
and held by the grand subject 
and its artistic treatment, we 
feel more and more conscious 
of the strergth employed in 
the prosecution of this effort to 
describe, classify and group the 
sculptural monuments of the 
different nations of antiquity. 
The historical method pur- 
sued enables the author to give 
a fair comparison between cruder 
and riper works, to appreciate 
excellences wherever found, and 
to grasp the power and sig- 
nificance of the highest achieve- 
ments of the great artistic past. 
The geographicalelement and 
its influence is also wisely used, 
each country being first treated 
by itself, and its artistic works 
afterward compared with the 
contemporary art of other re- 
gions. Upon this historico-ge- 
ographical plan the general 
index has been prepared, the 
order of references following 
the course of history. 
The sources used in prepar- 
ing this work have been lit- 
erary and monumental. The 
literature comprises the Greek 
and Roman records and the 
works of modern scholars, from 
Winckelmann down to the leading archzolo- 
gists of the day. The monuments have been 
studied directly from originals as far as possible, 
and when impracticable, the best casts and pho- 
tographic productions have been used. Knowing 
how inadequately description can take the place 
of representation, great efforts have been made to 
secure suitable illustrations for this valuable book. 
Six phototype plates are inserted, and twenty 
plates entitled ‘Selections from Ancient Sculpt- 
ure,’ prepared by Albert Frisch, of Berlin, are 
included in a supplementary portfolio. Besides 
this there are upwatds of two hundred and _ fifty 
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wood engravings, a large number of which have 
been prepared under the author’s guidance by the 
skilled artists of the Century Magazine, and also 
some excellent outline engravings done by Peter 
Meurer, of Berlin. 

All the world-renowned libraries and museums 
have been studied, many of them under the direc- 
tion of their distinguished librarians and arche- 
ologists; and the author makes very graceful 
acknowledgment of all the kindness and assistance 
rendered her. 

The publishers, aided by their experience in the 
line of art publication, have fallen in no way bchind

the author in patience and industry in their share of 
the great undertaking of bringing out the mechan- 
ical excellences, without which a work of this kind, 
no matter how full of intrinsic value, might fail of a 
successful interpretation of its subject. They have 
shown generosity as well as judgment in their efforts 
to procure the best workmanship in the many dif- 
ficult details of construction, and the result is a royal 
octavo volume of literary and artistic treasures that 
can deservedly take its place among the most

Saké, or Japan- 
ese beer, is their worst enemy, and to be drunk is to 
enter the Aino’s heaven. Mr. Greey also tells us 
about the island which the Russians bought from the 
Japanese by trading off some of the Kurile isles in ex- 
change. Which got the cash and which the wooden 
nut-meg, in this swap, is still a moot-point with the 
Japanese newspapers. However, Saghalin, as the 
Muscovites call it, or Karafuto (literally Chinaman’s 
Land), as the Japanese say, is full of strange tribes 
and people among whom Mr. Greey, when in the 
United States Navy, 
visited. What he saw 
with his own eyes, to- 
gether with what he has 
read and borrowed from 
Japanese books, he has 
digested into a story of 
travel. He looks at these 
curious people not with 
prejudice, but with real 
interest, albeit his sleeve 
is often near his mouth, 
to hold the laughs that 
frequently fall into the 
proverbial receptacle. 
The ways of these prim- 
itive peoples in the cold 
land are funny enough. 
The lack of soap and 
water as a detergent sug- 
gests the need of mis- 
sionary work; but then 
to civilize them would 
spoil the point of much 
of Mr. Greey’s lively and 
fascinating book. Evi-

A generation ago, a book for chil- 
dren about China was a rarity, and 
was probably a Sunday-school vol- 
ume of inferior literary substance. 
Then, China was at the ends of the 
earth, and the man with a queue 
had not jostled our American poli- 
tics. As rare as a dragon, but not 
so common as a sea-serpent, was 
his appearance in our streets. Now, 
as a ‘‘laborer’’ he has come to stay ; 
and as a “‘trader”’ or “ play-actor,”’ 
he won't be barred out by laws 
however strict. A generation ago, 
too,an American boy in China, un- 
less a missionary's baby, was as in- 
frequent as a phoenix. There are 
now probably 4,000 white boys and 
girls at the ports and in the in- 
terior of the empire, and they, as 
well as our own children, will 
read Harry W. French's Our 
Boys in China. Scott and Paul 
Clayton are not Engiish lads who wear chimney-pot 
hats at twelve, and ruffled cuffs and knickerbockers 
on Sunday,‘but are real American boys. They talk 
good language without slang, and have no resem- 
blance whatever to Peck's bad boy, or the creature 
with a “diary,” and yet are full of fun, life, and 
spirits. They keep their eyes open, and have a jolly 
time. The author knows a good deal about India; 
and, though perhaps only a tourist in China, is free 
from blunders, and tells us about the Chinese in a 
light and easy yet exact way. He seems free from 
prejudice, and does not think it necessary to paint 
‘Cousin John ” either as a puppy-eater, or as a model. 
In short, neither Voltaire’s ideal Chinaman nor Denis 
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Kearney’'s ‘‘leper” appears in his pages. Taking as 
one of his texts that the Chinese are ‘‘ peculiar,”’ Mr. 
French gives us a wonder-book which is yet true, and 
all the more interesting because underneath the solid 
description is a narrative with varied characters. It is 
good to find so much pains taken witha “ boy’s book.” 
- From the China Sea to Shanghai, well named “a 
European port,’’ adventures and 

wonders never cease — cricket- 

fights, cormorant fishing, thunder- 

gods and pagodas, junks and 

opium smokers, fortune-tellers and 
porcelain-painters, come before the 

eye in text and picture.
